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Kimble M ushrooms. 1 I Ihs is a splendid hook. It is intended primarily 

for amateurs who are interested in eating wild mushrooms and who wish to 

learn the more common and interesting forms. The body of the work, 

chapters 2 8, is made up largely of descriptions, keys and illustrations. These 

chapters, plus the first dealing with general information and 9 to 12 dealing 

respectively with gathering, selection of edible forms, preparing for the table, 

and poisoning, provide an unusually well-rounded out t re it meat. The 

reader is instructed on how to recognize the species, how, when, and where 

they grow, how they fit into nature’s scheme of things, the terminology applied 

to them and their parts, how and wlum to gather them, kinds to look for as 

food and kinds to avoid, how to prepare herbarium specimens, ways of pre- 

pa i lng tot the table, piasiining and what to do in an emergence. It is written 

in such a style and at such a level as to make it c Reprehensible and interesting 

to anyone, yet it is so filled with sound information that the professional 
botanist could scan it profitably. 

I he term mushroom as used in the title is interpreted broadly to include all 
the prominent fleshy fungi that might be considered edible. The major por¬ 
tion ol the book is of course devoted to tIre* agarics, with separate chapters for 
those of each spore color group, hollowing the agarics there are treated in 
order the boletes, Clavarias, llvdnums, polypores, puffballs, morels, and a few 
miscellaneous forms. The classification and nomenclature is the traditional 
thing dat ing back to I* l ies. I n t he opinion ol t his reviewer no ot her scheme of 
presentation would have been possible, since modern attempts to improve the 
Friesian system have resulted in an everchanging nomenclature that is incom¬ 
prehensible even to the professional. 

The work contains 5 colored plates and 58 pages of black and white photo¬ 
graphs, illustrating a total ol 12/ species. I he general morphological char¬ 
acteristics of fleshy fungi are illustrated in 7 pages of line drawings. The 
book is the product of a cooperative effort bid ween I)r. Pomerleau and the 
well-known botanical artist Mr. II. A. C. Jackson, himself an assiduous 
student of the lungi. It is not a pocket manual; it is I0 3 K X 7 inches and
